THREATENS VIOLENCE 



Warrant Issued on Informa- 
tion Furnished by Louis 
Dawson, Colored. 



Robert Wood, a young farmer 
near Church Hill, was arrested Wed- 
nesday afternoon on a charge of 
sending threatening letters to a ne- 
gro man named Louis Dawson, sign- 
ed "Night Riders." The last of the 
letters was received by Dawson Wed- 
nesday, and was followed by the 
arrest of the young man. Deputy 
Sheriff Jewell Smith served the war- 
rant and Wood came to town Thurs- 
day morning and arranged bond in 
the sum of $500 to appear for trial 
Monday. R. M. Anderson, in whose 
store Wood formerly held a posi- 
tion, went on his bond. 

Louis Dawson and Henry Giles, 
colored tenants on the Hooper place 
owned by H. D. Wallace, have re- 
ceived two or more letters each or- 
dering them to move, under threats 
of violence. The letter to Dawson 
stated that it was the last warning 
and if he wanted to save his hide he 
would have to "skiddoo." When 
this letter was compared with others 
received J by Dawson and Giles 
the hand-writing was found to be 
the same. All of the letters were 
signed "Night Riders." 

The arrest was made under sub- 
section 6 of the Kuklux act and the 
penalty is a fine of S100 to $500 and 
imprisonment from 3 to 12 months

The 
most Important accession it ever re- 
ceived was probably at the time of the 
suppression of the Society of Jesus In 
Russia, when most of the Jesuit col- 
lections were transferred to the im- 
perial library. Among them was the 
famous collection of Count Zaluski, 
consisting of 260,000 volumes and 10,- 
000 manuscripts. The most important 
manusclrpt In the library Is the "Co- 
dex Sinaltlcus" of the Greek Bible, 
brought to Russia by Prof. Tischen- 
dorf ia 1869 from the convent of St 
Catharine on Mount Sinai.

New Dog Law. 

The subcomittee from the House 
Committee on Agriculture and Com 
mittee on Revenue and Taxation, to 
which was referred the numerous 
bills repealing and amending the dog 
tax law, unanimously agreed on a 
substitute bill, which will be report- 
ed to the House with the expression 
of opinion that it should pass, 
provides that each head of a family 
shall be allowed one dog without 
the payment of any tax, a 
each additional t dog a 50 cent tax 
shall be paid, instead of the pr<

tbe County Treasury, and, after all

Rubber for the Umbrella Jar. 
Cut a piece of your old rubber mat, 
and place it in the bottom of the um- 
brella jar. Umbrellas and canes are 
frequently the means of breaking 
these receptacles when dropped into 
them without proper care, and the 
rubber will help to prevent this. If 
you have not a piece of an old rubber 
mat to use, procure a piece of soft 
sheet rubber, such as is used for pack- 
ing by steam fitters and plumbers. 



Sweet Potatoes, Mexican Style.

TO COOK WESTPHALIA HAM. 



Dish Requires Care and Attention to 
Turn Out Well. 

In cutting a Westphalian ham for 
cooking, one Bhould see that the slices 
are thick rather tban thin, and that 
all, if more than one is to be cooked, 
are of about the same thickness. Soak 
them for an hour in sufficient milk to 
cover them; then wipe them dry and 
fry them on both sides, using a little 
pure lard to grease the pan. When 
cooked sufficiently, ami this means 
that they must not he fried too long, 
the meat should be placed upon a hot 
platter, 'while a heaping cupful of 
bread crumbs should lie poured Into 
the hot fat in the frying pan. After 
they have fried for a few seconds, for
